THE LIQUOR CONTROVERSY. 

We would again remind correspondents 
th.it they are dragging religion into an 
arena -that it should not outer. Every 
tub should stand on its own bottom, and 
if tlio liquor traffic cannot bo maintained 
without calling to ita aid the Holy Scrip- 
ture it ought to fall. It ia no argument 
to . say that because St. Paul advised 
Timothy to refresh himself with wine 
the- sin of drunkenness is thereby 
palliated if not altogether excused; and 
why writers should travel back to the 
days of our Saviour to produce divine 
authority for the manufacture and sale of 
spirits, when there are .senilis of men in 
this city ■whose in flamed countenances 
and bloated bodies are disgusting protests 
against the sale or use of whiskey, it is 
difficult to understand. One of our cor- 
respondents,—" Fair Play "—remarked 
that the poor toper injured only himself. 
But what about his neglected wife and 
children? his unpaid tradesmen's bills) his 
failure to keep engagements with his em- 
ployer? hia insanity that often leads to 
murder? What the public to-day have to 
do with is the prevalence of intoxication 
and the best means for its prevention. 
Our correspondents have wandered widely 
from their text. Unless they adhere 
more closely to the subject wo shall close 
the correspondence. 

THE BOUNDARY LINE RAIL- 
WA YS. 

The local Irnise last session passed two 
private bills chartering syndicates 
to build lines of railway from Now West- 
minster to the boundary line. As was 
pointed out in these columns at the time, 
the tendency of the bills was to draw 
traffic from the Canadian Pacilio lino and 
throw it into the hands of it foreign cor 
poration. Such a thing, it was plain, 
won Id not he tolerated 'at Ottawa. The 
house was therefore advised to pass both 
measures and leave them to the ten- 
der mercies of the Dominion government. 
That government has spoken through Sir 
Alexander Campbell, who told the New 
Westminster board of trade that the Can- 
adaian Pacific syndicate had spent many 
millions of dollars in building a railway 
through Canada, and it would not be 
just to them to allow traffic, which by 
rights was theirs, t" be turned into a 
foreign channel. Upon retliution, the 
remarks of the Minister of Justice meet 
with the approval of even Hie promoters 
of the bills in question. The Domini n 
government have acted wisely in disal- 
lowing charters which, had the object of 
the promoters been attained, would have 
worked a decided injury tu the province 
as well as to the transcontinental railway 
company .

Of sixty-four rail ways, whose July state- 
ment of earnings i.-> published in the fi- 
nancial Chronicle this morning, two show 
a decrease as compared with July of last 
year, the most, important being Manitoba 
which heads with a loss of $204,530 on 
the business of the month, Wabash fal- 
lowing \yith $202,428 in earnings for seven 
months, ending July 31, Of sixty two 
roads, the aggregate §15(1,050,770, thir- 
teen show a decrease amounting to $1!', 
D'10,802, which lr.akes the net increase 
over last year $1,250,979, on an increased 
mileage of about 4000 miles. Among the 
decreases are found the Central Pacific, 
$711,720; Illinois Central, §233,717, and 
Union Pacific, £198,204. 

Religion and Intomporanco. 



To tub Editor: — Your correspondent 
"Aquuphila" in his letter in Friday's is 
Bile of Thu (Jolonint says: "I arraign 
Christianity as being responsible for Cau- 
casian intemperance. I arraign its foun- 
der with setting a bad example at Cana of 
Galilee, and I challenge the combined 
wisdom of all the Christian clergy to show 
that it is otherwise." Now, Sir, allow 
mo to join issue with "Aquaphila," and 
to give a flat contradiction to his blas- 
phemous assertions. 1 challenge him to 
substantiate his bold declarations, or 
stand convicted of being a shameless libel- 
ler of the Saviour of the world and of the 
cause he camo to establish on the earth. 
That the use of alcoholic stimulants is by 
far too prevalent in Christian lands, so 
called, does not admit of any denial; were 
it not bo, the duty would not devolve 
upon the advocates of the cause of total 
abstinence to war against the greatest 
evil that ever existed in the earth, the 
track of which has been marked by blood 
and tears, misery ami death, from the 
earliest period in history down to our own 
day. But to lay the long catalogue of 
sins and iniquities consequent upon the 
liquor trado at every Christian's door, and 
to point to Christ and his apostles as I lie 
aiders and abetters of this unholy traffic, 
could only be done by one utterly ignor- 
ant as to the truth of the matter or hope- 
lessly lost to all shifiie. The holy scrip- 
tures are the ground of every Christian's 
faith and practice, and as "Aquaphila" 
has appealed to them in support of his 
broad assertions, I shall take the liberty 
of quoting from them to disprove the 
charge that Christianity is blainable for 
the drunkenness so prevalent in the 
world and all the misery following in its 
train. The scriptures contain about 120 
warnings and admonitions against 
the ■ use of intoxicating drinks, 
while there are not over twenty instances 
of distinct approval of wine under all its 
names in the entire Bible. The approval 
is of the pure juice of the grape in its un- 
fermented state, as the Jews never used 
fermented liquor at their feasts. Dr. 
Isaacs, a Jewish rabbi of New York, says: 
"Fermentation is to thorn always a sign of 
corruption, as in nature and science it is 
in itself decay and rottenness." The first 
thing that strikes one in this examination 
is tho remarkable difference of expression 
with which wine is mentioned in the 
sacred writings', and this fact instantly 
suggests tho inquiry, is it the same thing 
that is thus so differently spoken of that 
"makes glad the heart of man," and pro- 
nounced to bo a "mocker" and "raging" 
— that is permitted for use in a religious 
obBeveranco, and forbidden to be looked 
on when "it giveth its color in the cup." 
To every candid thinker the conclusion 
must bo irresistible, that it is an inno- 
cent unferuiontod wine which God in His 
word commands; while, on the other 
hand, it is a deleterious inebriating wines 
He condemns. Cyrus Redding, Esq., the 
greatest uuthority on tho subject, in his 
book on wines, enumerates over 1200 dif- 
ferent varieties, besides over 80 kinds of 
wine known to the ancients. Yet they 
ure all wines. He would bo a bold man 
indeed, but a poor logician, who would 



assert that everything said of use of those 
wines was equally applicable to the'whole 
of them. When St. Paul recommended 
Timothy to take a little wine for his stoni- 
aeh'n sake and his often infirmities, it 
could not have been of that character of 
which Solomon aaid "it tiitoth like a ser 
pent and stingeth like an adder." And 
so of the miracle at the marriage feast in 
Cana, when tho Saviour changed the 
water into wine. It was a pure, unfer- 
monted article, destitute of a singlo grain 
of alcoholic poison. "Can we suppose," 
asks Prof. Miller, "that lie who declared 
in His inexorable law, one jot or little 
of which cannot pass away, that no drunk- 
ard shall inherit the Kingdom of God; 
that Ho to a party of marriage guests, 
either already drunk or on tho very brink 
of becoming so, should give eighty, nine- 
ty, or a hundred and twenty gallons of 
wine, not only as intoxicating as that 
which they had already used to excess, 
but more intoxicating still — practically 
tempting them to completo the act which 
shall put them in danger of hell, if they 
repont noti Is that conceivable/ Is it 
not gross blasphemy I Practically sup- 
posing the Lord of Glory, who tempeth no 
man, to bo like unto Satin ami his agents, 
whose work ho camo to destroy; nay, 
worse, practically subjecting Christ to His 
own torriblo anathema against such a 
tempter: "Woo unto him that giveth his 
neighbor drink, that puttest the bottle to 
him, and maketh him drunken also." 
Says St. Paul to the Thossalonian church, 
"Abstain from all appearance of evil," 
and if gin and rum drinking is not an 
evil, what shall wo call it I Again he 
says: "Abstain from fleshly lusts that 
war against the soul," and exhorts that 
"whatsoever wo do, do it to the glory of 
God." "Know ye that ye are the tem- 
ple of Cod," saith the apostle. "If any 
man defile tho temple of Ood, him shall 
God destroy. " Woe, then, to him who 
soils and to him who uses as a beverage 
that which intoxicates, and thereby de- 
files the tomple of God. I close for the 
present by saying the liquor traffic is anti- 
Ohristian, those engaged in it are at war 
with Christianity, and hence not Chris 
tians. Good men condemn the traffic, 
the liible condemns it, and Ood condemns 
it. If God, therefore, be for us, what 
have tho friends of temperance to fear 
from tho attacks of their enemies. The 
truth is mighty and must prevail.

(Before. Mr. Justice Gray.) 

Friday, Aug. 17. 

PETITION OF HIOUT. 

Yesterday morning at 11.30 the petition 
of right of Amor DeOosmos claiming re- 
muneration from the provincial govern- 
ment for certain services rendered by the 
petitioner as accredited agent and dole- 
gate of the province at Ottawa and hi 
London, was argued before Mr. J uatice 
Gray in the Supreme Court. 

Mr. E. Johnson and Mr. Theo. Davie 
for the petitioner, and the attorney -gen- 
eral, the Hon. A. E. B. Davie, on the 
part of the government,. 

Mr. E. Johnson said in this case Mr. 
Amor DuCoamos, tho well-known and ex- 
perienced politician, sought to recover an 
amount for services rendered to the pro- 
vince as resident agent at Ottawa and ac- 
credited delegate to England, firstly, in 
urging the construction of tho Island 
railway upon tho Dominion Government, 
and secondly, in representing to tho Im- 
perial Government at London the neglect 
of the Dominion Government to fullil its 
promises relative to tho construction of 
that work. He presented, therefore, the 
petition of Mr. DeCosmos to Her Majesty 
on which tho liout' governor had granted 
his Hut. On October 14th, 1880, tho 
petitioner was appointed resident agent 
at Ottawa to urge on the Dominion Gov- 
ernment the construction of the Island 
railway, and be entered on his duties on 
the 18th of October. In March, 1 SSI , 
he was appointed by the provincial g \ - 
eminent to proceed to England in con 
nection with the same matter, and re- 
turned on May 8th, 1882. No express 
agreement had been made by Mr. De- 
Cosmos with the government in regard 
to remuneration, but tho petitioner 
thought that SI, OIK) per annum was a 
reasonable sum, and at that rate the claim 
Would amount to §7773. 03, which the 
suppliant humbly prayed might be grant- 
ed luin as a just amount. The [ilea put in 
by the attorney -general held the suppli- 
ant was not so employed on the 14th ,,f 
October, 1 881, as agent at Ottawa by tho 
provincial government, mid denied that 
ho waa so employed until the 8th of May, 
1882. On the 14th of October there were 
two orders ill council passed to the effect j 
that some person should be appointed aa 
agent to Ottawa and it was ad- 
vised that the petitioner be so appointed, 
and that ho report, and that all expenses 
be reimbursed him. The plea of the at- 
torney-general denied the appointment of 
3d uf March, 1881, of petitioner to pro 
coed to England, but admits that peti- 
tioner proceeded to England. Mr John- 
son then quoted various letters and tele 
grams despatched to Mr. DeCosmos as 
evidence of the validity of his claim The 
pel itiolier'sexpenses had all been liberally 
allowed, and he hail received already 
S4,000. He had never applied for further 
remuneration till the Itn of February, 
1883. 

Mr. Johnson stated the reasons why 
the matter had come into court at all 
were that petitioner had no express 
agreement; that the Be tv ices rendered 
were for it longer period and more ex 
pensive than anticipated by |jel I turner, anil 
that the government that employed linn 
went out of office. No political motives 
wore suggested for nonpayment. The 
government jiad dealt frankly with the 
petitioner in tho matter, and as the late 
government did not pay petitioner, the 
present government hold, under tho cir 
| cumstances,, there was no evidence to 
I show that he should bo paid. There were 
I two grounds. First, that Mr. DeCosmos 
; should be paid; and secondly, tho law 
j implied that such services should bo paid 
even when there was no express agree- 
ment (Chithy on Contracts, page 508, 
chapter 3, section 4. Parsons on con- 
tracts, volume 2, chapter '.), page 54), 
Some of tho documents on which they 
relied were set out in the attorney-gen 
oral's reply; their contention was that 
the evidence tended to show there was a 
distinct business contract between the 
government and the petitioner. Mr. 
Johnson continued his argument at con 
siderable length quoting various docu 
inenta and contending that the second 
part of the order in council stating that 
expenses should bo reimbursed petitioner 
waa quite in keeping with an implied re- 
muneration. An intimation had also been 
given Mr. DeCosmos prior to his appoint- 
ment by Mr. Wilson. 

The attorney general objected to this as 
unfair. 

His Lordship said it would be necessary 
to show that Mr. Wilson had some direct 
authority from the government. fie 
thought it unnecessary to go into these 
matters then. There wore two points to 
be settled. One was the question of coin 
pelisation at all, and the other the am 
ount . 

Mr. Johnson contended it was usual to 
pay for such services. 

His Lordship said the question before 
him was if there was a legal contract be 
tween the parties implying remuneration. 
The crown when it came into court was 
in the same position as any one else. 

Mr. Theo. Davie asked that the follnw- 
| ing documents be admitted as evidence. 

A return to an address of the legislate e 
assembly for copies of all minutes and 
oorresp mdeiiee, dated 22nd of March, 
1883. 

A further return dated 29th of March, 
1883. 

Report of Boloct committee on the 
claims of Amor DeCosmos with the evi 
deuce attached dated April 20th, 1883. 

These he contended were part of the 
sessional papers, and were admissible ac 
cording to tho act of 1815, section 3. 
(Taylor on evidence.) 

Tho attorney general said he objected 
to the evidence and report of the select 
committee. 

Uis lordship declined to admit the re- 
port at present. 

Mr. T. Davie said if this waa not done 
it would take a long timu to show what 
the services of Mr. DeCosmos wore. 

The attorney general said though he 
objected to tho report as a whole he 
would allow certain portions to be pro- 
duced if admissible as evidence. 
The court adjourned at 1:30. 
Court resinned its silting at 2.30 p.m.

Mr. T. Davie. — Waa tho appointment 
uf Mr. DeCosmos as special agent to 
Ottawa and London, except an to disburs-

— A reply 
to that question must bu evidenced by the 
order in council, without which no ap- 
pointment could bo made. 

Mr. T. Davie. — What was tho distinct, 
action of tho government respect ing the

Mr. Justice Walkem. — There was no 
other understanding than what was Con- 
tained in the order in council. 

Mr. T. Davie. — What was the reason 
there waa nothing Bait] ill the order in 
council on anything else but actual dis- 
bursements i 

The Attorney-General objected to this 
question, but it, was allowed by the 
judge, who, however noted the objection. 
Mr. Justice Walkem. — When the order

discussed. To tin 
best of my recollection no arrangement 
was made by myself or any other mem- 
ber on behalf of the government as lo the 
question of remuneration. The reason I 
did not discuss the question formally waa, 
with respect to the mission to England, 
that it was requisite Mr. DeCosmos should 
act promptly, as time was pressing, and I 
deferred discussion on the subject till tho 
question could he fairly dealt with. Mr. 
DeCosmos in 1872, or 1873, went to 
England with respect to the dry dock. 
The disbursements oil that occasion, to 
the best of my recollection, only amount- 
ed to $1000. As he (DeCosmos) was a 
member of the local house he could then 
only make a claim for actual disburse- 
ments. Witness' impression was then, 
and is now, that from the honesty of Mr. 
DuCi'Sinos in money matters, he 
would only demand what was justly due 
him. Witness, in not bringing up tho 
matter formally, relied upon the honor of 
Mr. DeCosmos to name a fair sum for his 
expenses incurred in his mission to Eng- 
land, Mr. DeCosmos was considered 
eminently lilted for this work. Had the 
chum of Mr. DeCosmos been rendered 
when '.be witness was a member of the 
government, speaking for himself, he 
would unquestionably have recommended 
its consideration, which would of course 
admit tho principle of payment and the 
amount of i-ompimaalioii, which Would 
have had to be determined by an order ill 
eouued.

Mr DoCosiik'S was here sworn. 

Mr. Davie. -How long have you lived 
in British Columbia ! 

Mr. DeCosmos. — Twenty live years, 
and have been engaged ill politics tho 
whole of that poiiod. Until the last elec- 
tion, I occupied a seat in tho House of 
Commons since confederation; was lit 
Ottawa in October, 1881; the Houso 
was nut in session; 1 received a telegram 
from Mr. Justice Walkem appointing mo 
special ageul to England; 1 subsequently 
received the order in council dated Nov 
e.iubei 7th, J8S0; I aecepied the appoint 
nielit; the claim now made by me includ- 
ed sessional allowances; from the date of 
my appointment till March, 1881, my 
tune was expended solely in tho interests 
of the province, 

Mr.T. Davie. — In consequence ofinyre- 
ceiving notice that I should probably be 
appointed agent to England 1 telegraph- 
ed to Victoria to see that ample allow- 
ance would be made for my time and ex- 
penses. 

Mr. T. Davie. — Did you receive an 
answer ( 

The attorney-general objected, until it 
was shown that the question was in some 
way connected with the performance of i 
the contract . 

Mr. T. Davie. -Did your contract, in j 
your understanding of it, embrace com- 
pensation ' 

To this question, also, tho attorney- 
general objected. 

Mr. DeCosmos. - For reasons I have 
understood that it did. 

The witness then road extracts from 
sessional papers, embodying resolutions 
relative to petitions to the throne with 
respect to the Island railway, and claims 
made upon the Dominion Government by 
the province with respect to delay in con- 
struction. When in England he gave it as 
his opinion that the sum of $2,500,000, 
in addition to the building of the Island 
railway, would be a fair compensation to 
the province for delay in railway construc- 
tion. 

Attorney-General.— The province never 
received that sum, did it I (Laughter.) 

Mr. DeCosmos. -From 3rd of May to 
28th of October, 1877, was in Eng- 
land mi business in connection with the 
above question. He produced copies of most 
voluminous correspondence, statistical 
and tabulated alatements, with the object 
of proving that a large amount of labor 
waa involved in the prosecution of tho 
mission. In answer to Mr. Justice Gray 
Mr. DeCosmos said that, the possible 
honor and pleasure resulting from his ac 
lion in the work (beneficial though its 
object was) was not sufficient to compens- 
ate him for his l illle and t rouble. 

(Joint adjourned nil Wednesday morn- 
ing at 1 1 a. in.

A CORRUPTLY MANAGED CITY. 

A Groat Scandal— Chlnoso Evasions 
■ -Immigration. 

San FbaNi.'Isco, Aug. 15. —The grand 
jury of the city and county of San Fran- 
cisco which has been in session for the 
last six months, presented its filial report 
to the superior court to day. The docu- J 
inent is a lengthy one. Ii uriticiz.es fav- 
orably some of the departments, but in 
must cases the criticisms are extremely I 
unfavorable, Il denounces polities in 
the (ire department. Tho levying of as- 
sessments for political purposes. The 
harbor commissioners are accused of crim- 
inal neglect. The school directors are 
characterized as no better than the ex- 
convicts they employ, and the street de- 
partment ia swept clean with tho oxeep 
lion of the superintendent, who is com- 
plimented on his efforts to suppress such 
matters as are brought to his noticu. The 
report on the whole goes to show that the 
governmint of the city and county is 
badly and frauduently managed. 

Los Anoki.es, Aug. 10. — In August a 
year ago a man named Robert Proby, 
who was a member of the Knights of 
Honor and Legion of Honor, was report 
ed drowned while bathing al Santa Mon 
ica. Two men with bun nii.de uMiita vit.s 
giving a circumstantial account of the 
drowning in order lhai Proby 's wife 
could draw the benefits lo which he was 
was entitled- §5.000 Ir.nil one society 
and $2,000 from the other The socio 
ties, doubting the fait if the drowning, de- 
clined to pay the beuelita. Tin- witnesses 
ofthereporteddeathol' Proby thou dis- 
appeared. Search was t.ikeii up and lusl 
night the suspicions ol tho societies were 
verified by his arrest at Eluionte, near 
this city. IB- had wandered ihrouoh 
Oregon, Washington Territory and liually 
drifted bach to the scene of Ills attempted 
fraud. He is now III jail. 1 1 is w ife, 
learning in tho meantime that Proby hail 
another wife in the east, returned to her 
people in Texas, and refuses to have any- 
thing to do witlfhiiu, 

San Fiuncisco, Aug 14 The practi- 
cal working of the restriction act for Chi- 
nese claiming to have been residents of 
the United Stales prior lo its going into 
effect are said by Chinese lo operate un- 
justly. A cii.se in point is here related: 
The steamer City of Tokio, on her laal 
trip from Hongkong, brought a number of 
Chinamen, who, on account of their fail 
uro to be identitind at the former port as 
residents of this city prior to the going 
into effect of the restriction act . They 
bridged the diliioiilty by paying SI0 addi- 
tional and purchasing a ticket to British 
Columbia. Arriving hero they Wi ro u<>l 
allowed to hind, but wen- transferred In 
the George VV. Elder, upon the assurance 
of Captain Howard that he would I ike 
t hem back again on the next trip. For 
this accommodation the captain insisted 
on the Chinamen putting up security for 
their passage, which was done, In the 
meantime it is expected that their friends 
will procure tho necessary proof entitling 
them tu land upon American territory. 
Should they fail in doing this they will 
either be kept on the board the Elder in 
definitely, or returned to China. As the 
matter now stands Captain Hay ward can- 
nut permit these celestials to set foot on 
any but foreign Boil. 

San Francisco, Aug. 17.— The arriv- 
als of UnmigrantB to-day from eastern and 
western states wore unusually heavy. 
New settlers were sufficiently numerous 
to fill five cars, and on their arrival hero 
wero distributed among up town hotels, 
showing that a majority of them do not 
propose remaining in this state. Quito a 
huge number of emigrants sailed this 
morning on the Dakota, most of whom 
hail from Colorado and New Mexico.

Madrid, Aug. 10. — A newspaper here j 
declared that French speculators raised I 
750,000 francs for the purpose of corrupt- ' 
ing the Spanish army and bringing about 
arising. The papers making this asser- 
tion promise to give more particulars con 
corning the scheme when the censorship of 
the press is abolished. Senii-oflieial jour- 
nals admit there may be some foundation 
for the story. 

Aquatic. 

Watkins, N. Y., Aug. 15.— The first 
trial heat in tho professional boat race 
was won by Ross, Lee 2d, Courtney 3d, 
Plaisted and Griffin last. The latter was 
iit least a length in the rear of Rosa. The 
crowd howled in disappointment, as it was 
too evident that this would shut Court 
ney out of the second trial heat, ami so 
out of any contest with Haitian. If would 
have looked like a clear put up job if 
Courtney hadn't, claimed second place on 
account of Lee's approximate foul. It is 
not decided yet by the referee ami judges 
whet her to allow the foul. 

In tho second trial heat of professionals 
Hanlan warn in 11 minutes and 30 seconds, 
Hosmor a good 2d, Teenier 3d, Ten Eyck 
4th, Shorlow in the rear. 

One Day's Traoedif.s in (iEoroia. 
New York, Aug. 3. A Tiniat special 
from Savannah says: The day's report of 
casualties is interesting. A dilliculty oc- 
curred at the Mount Sinai colored church, 
near Milne, between two negroes, Turner 
Blackmail and Jem Matthews, which re 
aulted in Blackburn stabbing Matthews 
mortally in tho breast. The men wero 
brothers-in-law. Mr. Pond, living three 
miles from Groenboro, bad a difficulty 
with it negro, and came to blows, after 
which Pond «hot the negro, the ball 
lodging in his right breast. In Pulaski 
county George Hanoi mid Alexander 
Billard were teasing each other, when 
Harrel became angry, drew a knife and 
fatally cut Billiard in four different 
places. From Sumpter county another 
instance uf culling is reported. Oliver 
Reed carved Ed McCulloch to such an 
extent that his life is despaired of. hi 
McDuffe, two sons of Isaac Silva were 
throwing peaches at one another. One 
is twelve years old, the other fourteen. 
An older brother, aged eighteen, tried to 
stop the throwing, and as they did not 
readily obuy, he caught hold of the oldest 
one and choked him. The boy was so en- 
raged that he drew a knife ami plunged 
it into his brother's left side the blade 
passing through the lung and grazing the 
heart. The next da}' the murdered boy 
was buried, the murderer attuiuli ig the 
fuueral under custody of the sheriff. 



Militar7 Po\7or of China. 

The United Service Gazette has the fol- 
lowing: In connection with the French 
proceedings at Tonquill, and the possible 
rupture between Franco and China, tho 
TivttK of Tnt!i» calls attention to the gi- 
gantic stride which the latter country has 
made in the development of her practical- 
ly unlimited warlike resources. Sho is 
s ipnosed to have a standing army of 1,- 
000,000 men, but the despotic ruler of 
300,000,000 need never lack for soldiers, 
There is no such thing as u Chinese army 
in the sense in which we speak of an 
English or Prussian army. Each prov- 
ince finds its own army complete in it- 
self, the governor acting as generalissimo, 
on whom thu olliciency of the force de- 
pends. Uciico while there are some pro- 
vincial armies which constitute a mere 
rabble armed with seventeenth century 
weapons, there are others which have at- 
tained a high state of efficiency, and are 
armed with thu best of modern titles. 
Thus Li Tseng Tang, governor of tho 
province of Pieh-li, has under him a force 
of 70,000 very efficient troops, armed 
with the Remington rifle. We havo 
already show n the efficiency of tho Kan- 
su army with the great military reformer, 
Tan Tsung Tang. The weak point in the 
Chinese military system is tho officers, 
the soldier's profession ranking very low 
in Celestial opinion. Nowhere is tho 
sentiment Anna cedant toyue more forci- 
bly carried into effect than in China. 
Still, though the Celestials do not imitate 
the radical reforms inaugurated by their 
neighbors in Japan, it llllisl not be sup- 
pose, I that they lag very far behind. Of 
laic they havo dispatched numbers of 
young men to England and Germany to 
learn the art of war by hind and by sea. 
China ia well supplied with ordnance of 
the best European manufacture, Kiupp 
Inning already supplied her with lf>0 
siege guns and 270 field pieces; and with 
guns of position the Chinese can fight 
web, as we discovered to our cost at 
i he mouth of the Pei-ho. A number of 
se:i board towns, such as Tieu-tsin, Shang- 
hai, Nankin, Canton, etc., contained ar- 
senals, where guns, both light and heavy, 
are Ciint, and where breech loading I'lllea 
of tho newest pattern are turned out in 
thousands, with ainutiition to match. At 
the arsenal of Kiang-Nan, Chinese work- 
men produced m 1H7'.I twenty 40 pounder 
Armstrong guns, which, on being tested 
by European engineers, were declared to 
be equal lo anything that had ever left Els- 
wick or Woolwich. The approaches to 
the more important seaports arc guarded 
by heavily armed forts, which France 
would have considerable trouble in "ne- 
gotiating." Nor could the French have 
it all their own way on this coast. The 
Chinese fleet is by no moans despicable, 
audits numbers are constantly increas 
ing There are too large Celestial iron 
■ •lads constructed m (ieiuiany, one moni- 
tor, two frigates and twelve corvettes, two | 
of which wero built of steel in England, 
and are warranted to do their sixteen 
knots an hour. Besides these, China has 
thirty or forty unarmoured vessels, each 
of which carries a solitary 35 ton gun. 
Thu light draught of these vessels would 
easily enable I hem to escape the French 
cruisers, while their heavy armament 
would probably aucceod in inflicting ser- 
ious damage on their pursuers. At Foo- 
Choo there is a factory for making tor- 
pedoes and submarine mines of various 
kinds. Nor is China without those tur- 
riblu modern engines of destruction— tor- 
pedo boots. Recently she got out sev- 
eral from the Vulcan Company at Stettin 
and the pattern once given sho will be 
able to execute copies ui/ libitum. Should 
the negotiations now proceedingat Shang- 
hai end in failure, and war be declared, 
France will find the fates against her and 
iit, every t urn. An advance of her troops 
up the Son-koi will result in their decima- 
tion, ro be followed, of course, by tho cus- 
tomary demoralization of the survivors. 

Poru. 

Lima (via Galveston), Aug. 11.— Though 
not generally believed, HI Omnmereia says 
it is positively known that General 0a- 
ceres has solicited and obtained fromGon- 
eral Lynch safe conduct lo Lima, and is 
expected to arrive within three days. Tho 
complete submission of Caccres' forces 
will be the condition of peace. The ox 
nected names of the ministers of the 
Iglesias cabinet are published in various 
papers, bin are not yet confirmed. 

Egypt. 

London, Aug. 10. -A special from Cairo 
diited Wednesday night, says 02 deaths 
from cholera have occurred during the 
pus! 24 hours. A Times' Cairo corres- 
pondent says there were fifty -five deaths 
from cholera at Durnunhorn Tuesday. 

— At a 
village a few miles from Evansville lived 
a farmer, well to do, a widower with two 
daughters, The young ladies will be 
heiresses, and this fact, added to their 
natural attractions, draws all the young 
men from far and wide to the farm; but 
Mr. Wilson's troubles have been uug 
mented of late.
